By United Frets 
Flash floods sent hundreds 
of 
boys fleeing from Pennsylvania 
summer camps* today and light­ 
ning triggered a huge oil tank fire 
in Texas. 
The storms, thrown up by a bat­ 
tle between cool air and a two- 
week heat wave, raged from the 
Southwest 
to 
the 
Appalachian 
Mountains. 
In 
Indiana, 
a two- 
story building collapsed during a 
downpour, injuring five persons, 
and two persons were killed 
by 
lightning bolts. 
The torrential rains in Penn­ 
sylvania’s Lawrence County sent 
little Slippery Rock Creek roar­ 
ing three feet high down U. S. 
Route 19 “like a rapids." 
Big 
Nashannock 
Creek 
also over­ 
flowed. 
Hundreds of boys were evacu­ 
ated from summer camps in the 
area. The floodwater* washed out 
at least five small bridges, car­ 
ried away boulders, logs and de­ 
bris, and cut off some roads lead­ 
ing into the college town of Slip­ 
pery Rock. 
Campers Evacuated 
Hundreds of volunteer firemen, 
state police 
and civil defense 
workers turned out. They warned 
residents of summer cottages and 
campers to get out of the area 
and turned back traffic. 
Warn­ 
ings were sent out to rural resi­ 
dents to be on their guard. 
A freak storm sent lightning 
bolts lashing down to two 55,000- 
barrel oil tanks near 
Midland, 
Tex. They broke into flames al­ 
most simultaneously, lighting the 
pre-dawn 
sky for miles 
around 
and sending clouds of thick, black 
smoke billowing over the city. 
Firemen fought to keep 
the 
flames from spreading to adjacent 
tanks on the sprawling Magnolia 
Petroleum Co. tank farm. Hun­ 
dreds of motorists blocked streets 
and roads in the area, slowing 
down Midland firemen trying to 
get to the blaze. 
Oil “boiled out" of the tanks 
even as they burned and the sear­ 
ing heat could be felt a half-mile 
away. 
At Indianapolis, the front half 
of a brick two-story building near 
the Statehouse collapsed “like a 
little earthquake" during a down­ 
pour. Five of the 25 persons in­ 
side were injured. A contractor 
working on the building said the 
rains 
probably 
weakened 
the 
walls. 
It was the second night of vio­ 
lent 
weather 
in the Midlands. 
Weathermen blamed the outbreak 
on a marathon heat wave’s last 
ditch fight to stay on.

Walter Bradley, Marion, called 
the Southern illinois University 
School of Agriculture a few days 
ago to solve

Mr. Bradley had not previously 
observed this kind of a phenome­ 
non, knowing that it I* customary 
to reap the potato harvest from 
below the surface of the soil. At 
least he had not found an answer 
to the question. More than likely 
few farmers in southern Illinois 
have observed fruits on potato 
vines, or, if they have, most of 
them have not bothered to worry 
about it 
William T. Andrew, vegetable 
crops man at SIU, says the occur­ 
rence of fruits on potato vines ii a 
perfectly natural thing, but many 
persons fail to notice it However, 
a few have been doing so, bringing 
potato “tomatoes” to Andrew’s of­ 
fice during the past three years. 


Blackleg Sudden 
Killer of Cattle 


1 
A disease called blackleg can 
: kill cattle as fast as lightning. In 
fact, lightning is sometimes blam­ 
ed for sudden deaths in cattle that 
are really 
caused by 
blackleg, 
says a University of Illinois veter­ 
inarian. 
Dr. Ralph F. Ziegler of the Col­ 
lege of Veterinary Medicine aays 
that the start of a pasture season 
is a time of danger from black­ 
leg. 
He emphasizes the need for an­ 
nual vaccination of all calves one 
to four months old in areas where 
the 
disease has 
been 
present. 
This control measure is necessary 
because (I) blackleg germs form 
tough, 
hardy spores that 
may 
live for years in the ground on 
an infected farm and (2) the dis­ 
ease may kill an apparently heal­ 
thy 
animal in 24 houri before 
symptoms can be noticed or be­ 
fore a veterinarian can be obtain­ 
ed. 
Blackleg is dangerous primar­ 
ily to young cattle four months 
to two years of age. 
It ia not contagious, and in an 
outbreak usually only a few ani­ 
mals will be affected. If the dis­ 
eased animals are treated soon 
enough, some of them can be 
saved. 
To avoid contaminating grounds 
on the farm, all infected carcass­ 
es should be burned or deeply 
buried. 
Certain symptoms of the dis­ 
ease, 
other than sudden 
death, 
may be observed in a herd. An 
infected calf usually leaves the 
herd and appears to be stiff and 
in pain. Swellings may appear on 
the hips and shoulders. When you 
rub these swellings, 
they sound 
as if there is tissue paper under­ 
neath. 
This sound is caused by 
gas that forms in the diseased 
muscles and collects under the 
skin.

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Andrew explains that potatoes 
and tomatoes belong to the same 
plant family, bearing quite similar 
Lowers and fruits However, plant 
breeders have not worked with de­ 
veloping the potato fruit for fixe, 
flavor and quality as they have 
with the fruit of the tomato vine. 
Rather, icientists have been con­ 
cerned with improving the under­ 
ground tubers of the Irish potatoes 
becasse these are the accepted 
food item from this kind of plant. 
The temperature and length of 
day influence the setting of potato 
blossoms for the formation of fruit. 
Long, cool days favor fruit set 
This condition has prevailed re­ 
cently in southern Illinois, so in­ 
stead of blossoms dropping off as 
usually happens when potatoes are 
blooming during warm weather, 
Mr. Bradley s potato blossom* re­ 
mained on the vines and formed 
fruit. 
In thia latitude about 16 
hours of daylight is ideal for po­ 
tato fruit set if the temperature 
remains comparatively low. 
The potato fruit has only two 
cells instead of the greater num­ 
ber present in tomatoes. Botan­ 
ically it ic classed as a berry. The 
fruit contains seeds which may be 
used for growing potatoes. How­ 
ever, it is quicker and easier to 
use pieces of the tuber for plant­ 
ing—a practice used almost en­ 
tirely by persons producing pota­ 
toes. 
Some varieties of potatoes 
bear more blossoms and fruits 
than do others. 


Andrew points out that tempera­ 
ture and tight conditions 
favor 
greater potato production from a 
i fall crop than from a spring crop 
: in southern Illinois. The long days 
foster greater vine growth above 
the ground: the shorter days favor 
the formation of tubers.

INTRODUCTION: The book of 
Acta is often called “The Art* of 
the Apostles.” It might well be 
called, 
“The Acts of the Holy

At the close of the book of Acts, 
we find Paul in prison at Rome. 
(It was my privilege to stand in 
this prison cell in July of 1955.) 
This dungeon-like prison is under­ 
neath a huge rock. The rock had 
a hole about two feet in diameter 
in the center of it. It was down 
through this hole in the rock that 
Paul was dropped into prison. His 
eyes were bad, and the only light 
was that of a candle. Most of us 
would 
have said 
„“this is the 
end.” 
However, as our lesson title 
tells us, the church had a mission 
to continue. 


I PAUL CAME TO ROME (V. 16) 


Finally Paul arrived in Rome. 
Yes, he was a prisoner upon his 
arrival. 
But let us not forget 
Paul chose to come to Rome as 
a prisoner rather than be sent 
from Caesarea to Jerusalem a 
free man. Hit sincere desire was 
to go to Rome and preach the gos­ 
pel to Caesar and to all in Rome 
who would listen. If going as a 
prisoner was his only means of 
having this privilege, 
then 
he 
would go as a prisoner. 
He suffered shipwreck. He suf­ 
fered many hardships, but he was 
doing God’s will and knew it. 
Makes modern-day Christians look 
rather tick, does it not? 


II PAUL WITNESSED TO ALL 
(VV. 23-29) 


Paul never missed an opportun­ 
ity to witness for Christ 
Every 
person who came into his 
pres­ 
ence listened to him tell about 
Christ and salvation. 
Paul bad 
first gone to his own people, the

Jews. They had failed to respond 
to the preaching of Christ and th# 
call of the Holy Spirit. It was 
then that, under God’s direction, 
Paul began preaching Christ to 
the Gentiles. 
This portion of scripture tell* 
us

some believed not.” It has ever 
been so. Today some believe while 
’others do not believe in Jesus 
Christ as Saviour. 
It is our duty to carry on the 
great mission of the church. It 
is found in the great commiaaion 
given by Jesus as found in Mat­ 
thew 28:19-20, our golden text for 
today. We are to go into all th# 
world making disciples, baptizing 
disciples and teaching 
disciples. 
Jesus promises to be with ut 
“even unto the end of the world.” 


in PAUL FAITHFUL TO THE 
END (VV. 30-31) 


Paul never stopped witnessing 
for Christ as long as he lived. He 
dwelt two years in prison in 
Rome. During this time he lived 
in a rented house, but he was kept 
constantly under guard. 
It was 
toward the end that he was plac­ 
ed in the Maritime Prison, de­ 
scribed above. 
People came daily to Paul’s 
prison house for spiritual help. Rte 
won many of them to Christ. Tra­ 
dition tells us that even though 
the guard was changed almost 
daily, that Paul won many of the 
Roman soldier! to Christ. 


CONCLUSION — We come now 
to the close of our study cf the 
book of Acts. What has it meant 
to you. Have you been stirred in 
your soul to action for Christ’* 
sake? 
Paul was willing to live 
for Christ, or, to die for Christ. He 
has made an imprint upon the 
world that shall influence people 
to come to Christ until Jesus 
comes again. Let us determine in 
our hearts that we shall follow his 
example and continue the mis­ 
sion of the church.
